the skull all

hut the rear is in good condition and

Locked Up In Pittsburg When Hus­ 
band Was Found Poisoned, 
Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 9.—Barred from 
all communication with ©ach other and 
with the otuside world, G. M. Stro- 
baker is in the South Side hospital,

Millionaire to Appear Against 


Wife In Poisoning Case. 


I Heavy Loans From Steel King Several 


Times Averted Disaster During Its 


Short Career. 


New York, Jan. 9.—Interest in the 
Carnegie T rust com pany’s failure is 
centered in the forthcom ing report of 
the state bank exam iner, O. W. Che­ 
ney, as to the exact status of the 
hank’s resources. 
Tiiat the institution’s affairs are In 
a more or less tangled condition was 
made evident by Mr. Cheney’s a tti­ 
tude. 
“It is impossible,” said Mr. Cheney. 
“to give even approxim ate figures on 
the situation. It will be at least four 
days before the e x e r ts now going 
over the books will be able to com­ 
plete gathering the inform ation which 
is now awaited by the depositors.” 
Andrew Carnegie refused to break 
his silence regarding th com pany’s af­ 
fairs. 
“It is plain,” said he, “that I 
cannot discuss the m atter." 


Nearly $9,000,000 Deposits. 
According to the latest statem ent 
given out, on Nov. IO, the trust com­ 
pany has total deposits of $8,896,700, 
of w*hlch the preferred deposits were 
$4,765,380. 
The difference of $4,191,000 was sub­ 
ject to the legal reserve law*. Hence 
the 15 per cent reserve that should 
have been in the vaults would have 
am ounted to $600,000. 
The company, which was organized 
some five years ago, has had such a 
precarious existence th at it came to 
be known as “the stormy petrel” in 
th** Wail street district. 
The gentlem en who organized it 
used Mr. Carnegie’s nam e without his 
consent, but in spite of this he came 
to its assistance thrice during critical 
moments, ami his refusal to do so the 
fourth tim e was the final result of Its 
downfall. 
In the panic of 1907 the directors 
received from Mr. Carnegie $1,000,000 
in United States Steel bonds through 
the influence of C harles M. Schwab. 
In the spring of 1910 he advanced an­ 
other million dollars during the Co­ 
lumbus & Hocking Valley Coal and 
Iron flurry, and when the Carnegie 
T rust co m p a n y took over the Van Nor­ 
den T rust Mr. Carnegie advanced $2,- 
000,000 in bonds, taking the Van Nor­ 
den stock as collateral. This stock he 
still holds. 


Argued All Night. 
As a last desperate effort the dlrtc- 
tnrs of the bank pleaded with Mr. 
Carnegie to tide the institution over 
the present crisis, 
It is understood 
that they argued with the ironm aster 
all Friday night to induce him to save 
the company. He asked for more tim e 
to consider the situation, but before 
he could make up his mind the bank­ 
ing ti* pertinent stepped in.

hinted that if Charles M. 
Schwab, one of the directors, on his 
way home from Europe, had been here 
the ten)|M»rar.v assistant*© needed would 
have been furnished.

Explosion of Powder In One of the 
Air-Tight Com partm ents

Explanation. 
W ashington, Jan. 9.—The war de­ 
partm ent is receiving 
reports from 
thuse engaged in raising the sunken 
battleship Maine from Havana harbor 
which tend to show that the disaster 
was due to an internal explosion. 
In the mud and silt in which the 
hull lies buried have been found much 
coal and the bones of some of the 
crew of the ship, who m et their deaths 
when the explosion came and the ship 
sunk. 
Engineer officers think the coal and 
the bodies of the men 
were 
blown 
from the battleship by an explosion in 
one of the air tight com partm ents in 
which was stored powder and other 
explosives They do not think the coal 
could have been blown from the hull 
of the battleship by an outside explo* 
aion. 
Spanish authorities contended that 
lh** sinking of the Maine was the re­ 
sult of an infernal explosion, 
ll was 
the popular belief in this country that 
sonic Spaniard had wrecked the Maine 
through the use of a mine or Borne 
high explosive because of this coun­ 
try's sympathy for (Juba. The wave of 
indignation that swept over the coun­ 
try precipitated the war with Spain. 
With Un* present progress of the 
work the hull should be raised by 
April.

Ex-Senator 
Foraker Says There 
Is 
Nothing In Treaty to Prevent It. 
W ashington, Jan. 9.—Former United 
States Senator Joseph Benson For­ 
aker, of Ohio. deals the opponents of 
‘.he I'a ii arn a lanai fort i heat iou plan a 
bard blow in a letter he has written 
to President Taft. 
Mr. Foraker discloses for the third 
time the tact that he. then a member 
of the United States senate, personally 
suggested to Secretary of State Hay 
the < bange in the first Hay--Paiincefote 
treaty which r* suited in the adoption 
of the convention now in force, Among 
these changes w ai the omission of the 
provision against the fortification of 
the canal. Senator Foraker discussed 
the proposed treaty and the changes 
in detail with Sci r«*tarv May. and he 
dot lares now that the purjiose not only 
j f Secretary Hay, but of a great ma­ 
jority of the senate, was to preserve 
to the United States an unqiie&ti aud 
right to fortify the canal. 
“An explicit stipulation to this ef­ 
fect,” na'* Senator Foraker, “was not 
insisted tipoff because silence on the 
subject itself left us free us we might 
see fit. It was because the British gov­ 
ernm ent thought sinh was the legal 
effect of silence that they insisted on 
the express prohibition of the first 
treaty." 
While Secretary Hay’* own word* 
leave no doubt a* to his purpose In ne­ 
gotiating the Hay-Puuncefotc treaty in 
Its final form, the testimony of ex- 
Senator Foraker is so specific that the 
adm inistration has accepted it with 
pleasure.

W. Va., 
twenty-five miles east of Cumberland, 
declares th at last sum m er he sold to 
Twigg four pounds of cyanide of potas­ 
sium. 
McKown is m anager of the orchards 
of the Alleghany Orchard company, 
whose ram ifications combine the most 
extensive peach orchards in this sec­ 
tion of the country. McKown stated in 
the store of C. E. Went ling, at Paw 
Paw, that he had sold Twigg the poi­ 
son, presum ably for spraying in his 
own orchards. The poison was in a 
salts form, resem bling small grains of 
starch. 
In telling the assem bled group in 
the W entling store about the incident 
Mr. McKown said that after reading 
about the tragedy it occurred to him 
that he had sold Twdgg cyanide of po­ 
ta ssiu m . and 
on 
investigating 
bis 
hooks he found the proof. 
Quite a 
num ber of men stood about McKown 
when he related the m atter, Including 
several commercial travelers. 
Power of Poison. 
McKown told how potential was the 
poison, saying that the minutest par 
tid e thai might be held by a pin head 
dropped on the tongue would produce 
death in three minutes. At the Rob­ 
inette boarding bouse, at Paw Paw. 
McKown also repented his statem ent 
regarding the sale of the pols *n to 
Twigg. 
McKown 
could not be found for 
more extended information upon the 
m atter, but State's A ttorney Robb said 
that Vie had been in possession of in­ 
form ation that Twigg had obtained cy­ 
anide of potassium. 
The coroner s jury rendered a ver­ 
dict that Twigg and Miss Pleaser died 
from cyanide (hiIsi n admin Ste red by 
a person unknown to the Jury.

W hen very tender rem ove th e chick­ 
en from th e broth, keeping h o t Skim 
off all the fa t from the liquor and set it 
w here It will boll up well.

th e stove and stir In quickly the well 
beaten yolk of an egg and a tablespoon 
of chop)»ed parsley. 
H ave th e chicken 
arran g ed uis»n a platter, leaving a hol­ 
low in the center. 
Tuke hot cream of 
ta rtu r biscuits, spilt and lay in the hoi 
low upon the p latter and then flour 
th e cream and egg gravy over chicken 
and biscuits aud serve a t once.
